JAMES M. PIERCE 


N the sudden an unexpected death at Des Moines yesterday of 
Jamc-s M. Pierce, editor and publisher of the. Pierce Tarm 


Weeklies, the cause of Rood government, as well as that-of agri- 
cultural journalism-, has suffered a most grievous loss.' " 


Mr. Pierce was distinctly a man of the people, a fine type 


of self-made'Americanism,, who notwithstanding the great suc- 
cess that he achieved in .the business world retained to the very 
minute of his death the warmest heartbeat for the plain people 
He was peculiarly the champion-and spokesman .of a class thai 
must look ,to men in his position and of his kind for honest 
leadership and expression.

His life'was a romance in American possibilities. Born on 


a farm in Ohio in 1S48, he early had responsibilities Ihrust upon 
him, for in 1S63 his father died In,tW trenches before Vicks- 
burg. The same year, 'the boy of IS^enlisted in the militia to re- 
pel Morgan's raiders, who came sweeping into Ohio'from Ken- 
tucky.: HiSiCompany became part of the 163d' Ohio Volunteer 
Infanlryand he was honorably discharged March 1, 1S66. To 
help supp'ort his mother and the younger children of trie, family 
he went to work in a printing office iirMansfield.Ohio, which may 
be said to have been the beginning "of his journalistic career. In 
1867, at .the.age of .19, he came west to northern Missouri and 
worked for three years as a farm .hand. During the next 15 
years he published small country newspapers in northern Mis- 
sour! and southorn Iowa. In 1885 helabandohed this field-for 
that of agricultural journalism by purchasing the loVa. Home- 
stead. To this paper in 1893 he added two other well estab- 
lished and influential farm papers, the .Wisconsin Farmer of 
Madison and the Farmer and Stockman of Kansas City, the trio 
forming what is known as 'the Pierce Farm.Weeklies. These 
three papers now have-a'circulation in the neighborhood of a 
half million and* wield a great influence throughout .the .upper 
Mississippi valley.

The remarkable growth of these publications and the great 


influence they have exerted has been due to Mr. Pierce's high 
ideals of life and government and his fearless and disinterested 
service for the farmers as a class. "He believed tha.t the farm- 
ers had more to gain through good government and more to lose 
.'throKR'h misrule than any 'other class and that they could at- 
tain their full measure of happiness and prosperity.only through 
honest and efficient management of public affairs. He there- 
fore took the ground that an agricultural paper could not fill its 
greatest field of usefulness to its readers without being active in 
p;'f,sonting their views on public questions and standing firmly 
for their interests, and if need be,, fighting for their rights. In 
!::-.c with these views, he participated actively in all matters that 
Iir.rl a bearing on farm life, whether social, educational or politi 
cnX 
Ho took a leading part in many campaigns for better gov- 


cv:v,;u>rtt in the socalled grain-belt states and devoted^ time 
money and effort unstintingly .in exposing official corruption 
i\:rl inefficiency. 


He was a firm believer in the power of .farmers to secure 


;:'.v.d government through organized effort and in the value of 
|;iibik'..'y in checking dishonesty ajid extravagance in public of- 
lice. 
Accordingly hp was an ardent advocate of fanners' organ- 


isations. That his theories as to 'the proper functions of a farm 
paper were correct was abundantly demonstrated in the great 
success of his publications and the influence they exerted. 
For 


instance, in the 70,000 farm homes in Wisconsin where the Wis- 
consin Farmer is a weekly visitor his name is a household word 
and he was respected and loved as Jew editors are. 


Mr. Pierce was a. life-long friend and supporter of Senator 


La, Follette and took an active hand in the reform movement in 
the state from the beginning. 
'.It was La Follette, who as a 


young lawyer drew up the articles for the purchase of the Wis- 
consin Farmer by Mr. Pierce in 1893 andwho for some years kept 
the books and records of that publication. The friendship thus 
begun continued uninterrupted to the end, and Mr. Pierce took an 
increasingly active hand'in advancing the causes which La Fol- 
Jette supported. During the campaign just closed his publications 
did yeoman work for the progressive cause in Wisconsin. The 
news of his death will bring sadness into thousands of Wiscon- 
sin homes. A leader in Israel has fallen.
